HUGE DAMAGE 
SUT 1S LOST 


Only Two Of 52 Claimants | 
Fail To Win Against Log-| 
ging Firm 


VANCOUVER, Sept. 9.—One of 
the biggest damage awards in the 
British Columbia court for many| 
years has been settled by the un- 
successful defendant on the basis of | 
paying 80 per cent of the judgment | 
and all casts. The defendant is the | 
Comox Logging and Railway Com- | 
pany, and the plaintiffs are 50 Mer- 
ville settlers who suffered loss of 
property, personal injuries and in 
one case a life through a forest fire 
which in June, 1922, swept south 
from the company's logging opera- 
tions into and beyond the soldier 
settlement on Vancouver Island. 

After a trial occupying the best 
part of a month, Justice MacDonald 
‘lecided that the defendant company 
was liable. His lordship subsequent- 
ly assessed damages for 50 plain- 
tiffs. Only two of the 62 claimants 
failed in their action. 

The company announced its in- 
tention to appeal but in the ensu- 
ing months negotiations were en- 
tered into and after some bargain- 
ing in which the company was re- 
quired to increase its offers, a set- 
tlement was arrived at on the basis 
of paying 80 per cent of the dam- 
ages awarded. 

This works cut at about $102,000. 
In addition the company has under- 
taken to pay all costs which it is 
estimated will amount to $25,000.

NEEDS BETTER 
IMMIGRANTS 


“Country Cannot Afferd To 
Permit. Intermingling 
With Lower Races” 


SCIENTIST ADVISES 
RAISING STANDARD 


Closer, Declares Doctor 
Gregory 


SHERBROOKE, Que., Sept. 9— 
The true test of the Canadian states 
manship in the future will be the 
fight to stop the intermingling of @ 
higher class country like Canaca 
with that of a lower country, for 
so doing the present high standards 
of the Canadian people will be low- 
ered, said Dr. J. W. Gregory, a mem- 
ber of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, in 
speaking on the subjet of {mmigra- 


tion here today. 

Dr. Gregory stated tnat the new 
United States immigration laws 
were drawn up to keep the people 
from Southern ard Hastern countr.es 
of Europe from entering the United 
States and declared that the motives 
underlying the United States laws 
ghould also be supplied in Canada, 
for Canada must under no circum- 
stances allow inferior peoples to 
come and settle in this Dominion ard 
thus lower the standard of our peo- 


Must Be Mixers 

Immigrants to any country must 
be capable of mixing with the people 
of the country in which they settle, 
put they must not be the means of 
lowering the standard of that coun- 
try. 

The people of the British Isles are 
not sufficient to fill up all the gaps, 
and, theretore, people must coms 
from other sources, but wherever 
they come from three characteristics 
of these people must be prominent 
before they are allowed to enter the 
Dominion. ; 

First they must be as nearly akic 
to the people of the country 45 pos- 
sible. For instance, said Dr. Greg- 
ory, people of the white race aad 
people of the colored race should 
never mix, aS experience has proved 
for the two races 


Second, the immigrants should be 
able and ready to conform 


spect the Chinese are unsuitable as 
citizens, for they never intermingle 
but remain 
Chinese in every respect. 

Third, because the immigrants and 
the people should be mixed together, 
but without lowering the standacds 
of the country. If two races are 
mixed, one of a high standard, and 
one of a low standard, the lower one 
will win out every time and bring 
down the standard of the higher 
class, said Dr. Gregory. 

Sees Great Future. 

The speaker stated that he aad 
other members of the Association 
for the Advancement 
their travel through Canada could 
not help but note the great future 
which lies befire Canada. 

“Canada,” the speaker said, “is 


progressing rapidly. As proof of this! 


we need only to point out the fam-~- 
ous universities, colleges and schools 
of the Dominion. But the present 
progress and the work of the not- 
able pioneers of this Dominion will 
be worth naught if the leaders of 


today fail in their dealing with im- 
migration, for the greatness of Can- 
‘ada rests entirely upon the purity 
of the Canadian race,” concluded
